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Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk to 
your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that college, 
high school, even junior high students smoke marihuana. 
What about your own son or daughter? Have they tried it? 
Would they tell you? Do you just keep quiet and hope—do 
you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, roach, 
head—words that mean something different to you. They 
seem to know more about drugs than you do—that’s their side 
of the generation gap. But not all their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with tact 
and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by discussing 
marihuana experiences he’s heard of from his friends. You 
won’t want to come across as accusing or angry—it’s as risky 
to assume he does “turn on” as to assume he doesn’t. Keep it 
simple, direct. And make sure your concern for him, and 
what happens to him, shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if their 
boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people have not 
tried it, and have enough self-assurance to resist trying it. A 
number have tried it once or twice out of curiosity or 
boredom. A smaller number “turn on” just on weekends. A 
small percentage become “heads”—their lives centered 
around marihuana or other drugs, with very little interest 
in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, which 
is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, and stories of 
no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana (which 
varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been proven 
conclusively about specific effects of marihuana on the mind 


and body. This docs not mean there are no ill effects, but that 
they cannot be catalogued and predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years while the 
young personality is finding and shaping itself, and learning 
how to deal with life’s problems, is an intangible danger to 
try to measure, but of deep importance. That’s a hard fact for 
the young to understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under local 
laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to the 
possession of heroin. The laws provide severe penalties. Even 
being in the company of someone who possesses marihuana 
may make your child liable for arrest. 

Easy answers to hard cjuestions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What about 
parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial answer is that 
your body and personality iiavc matured. Once anyone 
becomes dependent on any drug, including alcohol and 
cigarettes, itcan be difficult tostop.Even if you’re convinced 
they’re harmful. 

“Why do atiults say marihuana leads to stronger drugs 
when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A teen-ager's 
experience is limited; it has happened. While marihuana 
itself docs not lead to other drug use, association with 
“dealers” and drug users may be the first step to 
experimenting with LSD, speed and even heroin. And these 
drugs are far more than a strongerform of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To be 
honest, scientists still don't know everything about the 
specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the “authorities” 
your children quote, know even less. No expert is saying 
today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody/iUi'to 
take. Least of all somebody you care about.

One, the 
bitter manioc contains a 
poison related to prussic 
acid. 'The poison is removed 
by the manioc being pre¬ 
pared in the following way: 
The root is dug by hand, 
peeled, washed and grated 
or ground. The pulp is put 
in a bag or in a press and 
squeezed o<ut, then dried 
and sifted, and .slightly 
toasted. The juice extracted, 
which is milky, is poisonous 
before it is cooked down to 
a thick consi.stency to make 
cassarcep, or West Indian 
pepper pot, which is the ba¬ 
sis of many sauces. 

Tapioca is made from 
properly toaste manioc 
hour. After the juice has 
been extracted, the pulp is 
heated over a .slow fire un¬ 
til it forms grains which 
harden in cooking. 

The roots of the sweet 
ma.n'ioc contain no poison¬ 
ous juices. They are usual¬ 
ly roasted under hot ashes 
a.nd eaten plain or with 
butter. Their flavor resem¬ 
bles that of a che.stnut. 

Another pre-Lenten festi¬ 
val is the carraval held in 
New Orleans, known as the 
Mardi Gras. Now Orleans 
has become the center of 
finecooking, which originat¬ 
ed from the French, the 
Caribbeain, Mexico, and Cen¬ 
tral America. ’The arrival of 
French girls shipped over as 
brides for the lone male 
colonists are credited with 
improving the cuisine. Cre¬ 
ole cooki.ng starts with 
these girls. (A Creole Is of 
French - Spanish ancestry 
born in this country, no 
matter how much cross¬ 
breeding there may have 


■been with other blood.) 

The arrival of the early 
steamboats on the Missis¬ 
sippi had much to do with 
the improvement of the food 
in New Orleans. The food 
on the steamboats was 
grand, and served in pro- 
fuslo,n. A simple breakfast 
consisted of broiled steaks 
and waffles, but the break¬ 
fast menus were several 
pages long. Dinner consist¬ 
ed of roasted wild game, 
trays of giant catfish, or 
shellfish. 

Gumbo is one of the best 
known Creole dishes. ’This 
usually consists of chicken, 
ham, oysters, parsley, bay 
leaf, thyme, hot red pepper, 
and thicke.ned with File. 
Tliis is served over cooked 


File is a Choctaw tribal 
spice made of dried ground¬ 
up sassafras leaves, which 
flavors and textures food. It 
disintegrates in the long, 
slow cooking of most Creole 
di.shos, and .should be add¬ 
ed at the last moment. 

Another typical ingredi¬ 
ent is okra. The African 
word for okra has been 
modfied to "gumbo", and 
thus. Creole gumbos are 
dishes which use okra for 
flavoring and thickening. 

An intere.sting feature of 
Creole cooking is the com¬ 
bining of meats, and/or 
poultry and seafood in one 
dish that is neither solid 
nor liquid. Some of these 
dishes are called jamba- 
layas, and are characterized 
by the addition' of rice. Also 
distinctive is the cooking of 
fish and chicken ip paper 
bags to retain the delicate 
flavor. 

We also find that many 
of the Creole dishes contain 
wine, brandy, and even- 
champagne.
